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Enrollment  of  3,409  Is  Record  (or  Summer  Session 

Graduate  School 
Increase  Noted 

Northwestern  haL.  reached  a 
record  summer  session  enroll- 
ment this   year  of  3,409. 

The  enrollment  figure  is  an  in- 
crease of  252  students  over  last 
year's  summer  enrollment  of 
3,157,  which  was  the  highest 
summer  registration  in  the 
school's  history  before  this  ses- 
sion. 

Dr.  Arnold  Kilpatrick,  North- 
western president,  pointed  out  an 
increase  of  more  than  14  per- 
cent in  the  Graduate  School. 

This  summer,  1,223  students 
are  working  toward  graduate  de- 
grees at  Northwestern.  This  is  an 
increase  of  151  over  last  sum- 
mer's Graduate  School  enroll- 
ment of  1,072. 

Kilpatrick  said  more  than  200 
of  the  Graduate  School  students 
have  already  received  their  mas- 
ter's degrees  and  are  working 
toward  the  Specialist  Degree  and 
Doctor's  Degree  at  Northwestern, 
which  has  the  largest  graduate 
school  of  any  of  the  institutions 
under  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Dr.  Leo  Allbritten,  dean  of  tha 
Graduate  School,  said  North- 
western's  summer  school  gradu- 
ate enrollment  had  nearly  tripled 
in  the  past  four  years.  In  the 
summer  of  1964,  the  Graduate 
School  enrollment  was  479. 

A  breakdown  in  the  summer 
enrollment,  which  is  an  eight 
percent  increase  over  last  year's 
figure,  shows  296  in  Business, 
320  in  Liberal  Arts,  992  in  Edu- 
cation, 231  in  Nursing,  347  in 
Science  and  Technology  and 
1,223   in   the   Graduate   School. 

Since  1960,  Northwestern's 
summer  enrollment  has  increased 
by  more  than  1,500  students.  Kil- 
patrick said  of  this  year's  record 
enrollment,  "We  are  indeed 
proud  of  the  tremendous  in- 
crease in  enrollment  at  North- 
western this  summer.  We  are  es- 
pecially happy  about  the  fact 
that  so  many  students  have  cho- 
sen our  Graduate  School  for 
their  advanced  study.  Certainly, 
Northwestern  continues  to  be  a 
leader  in  education  in  Louisi- 
ana."

Chamberlain  Landscaping  Co., 
of  Bossier  City  is  directing  the 
project,  which  is  expected  to  be 
completed  within  the  next  30 
days. 

Workmen  have  removed  the 
iron  lacework  sign  which  has 
stood  at  the  entrance  for  several 
years  and  have  also  taken  away 
the  30-ton  cement  pool  and  foun- 
tain which  was  directly  behind 
the  sign. 

The  work  is  being  planned  and 
financed  by  the  Northwestern 
State  College  Alumni  Associa- 
tion.

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Loyd,  Ellas  to  Compete  in  Olympic 
Gymnastics  Trials  Here  July  12-13

Demon  Netters,  Golfers  5th,  Baseball 
Team  Second  in  Gulf  States  Conference 


Northwestern  will  become  the 
first  Southern  college  or  univer- 
sity ever  to  host  an  Olympic 
gymnastics  trial  July  12-13  when 
the  nation's  top  26  gymnasts — 
including  Demons  Richard  Loyd 
and  John  Ellas  —  open  competi- 
tion for  berths  on  the  U.S.  Olym- 
pic team. 

The  event,  third  national  gym- 
nastics competition  held  at  NSC 
in  the  past  year  and  a  half,  will 
be  held  in  Prather  Coliseum. 
Northwestern  hosted  the  Ama- 
teur Athletic  Union  and  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Intercolle- 
giate Athletics  national  meets  in 
1967. 

To  qualify  for  the  Olympic 
trials,  gymnasts  had  to  compile 
a  score  of  104  or  better  in  several 
qualifying  meets  held  through- 
out the  nation  last  spring. 

Loyd  and  Ellas  qualified  for 
the  trials  at  the  AAU  meet  in 
May. 

The  top  six  finishers  at  North- 
western will  automatically  ad- 
vance to  the  final  trials,  set  for 
August  in  Los  Angeles.  A  second 
trials    early    in    August    at    Penn 


State    University    awaits    the    re- 
maining 14  of  the  top  20  at  NSC. 

Six  more  from  the  second 
trials  will  advance  to  the  finals 
and  from  that  12,  seven  will  be 
chosen  to  represent  the  U.S.  in 
the  Olympic  games  at  Mexico 
City  in  October. 

Northwestern  Coach  Armando 
Vega,  a  former  Olympian  him- 
self, said  that  Loyd  and  Ellas 
should  be  in  the  top  10  in  the 
first  trials,  with  Loyd  at  least  in 
the  top  three  and  possibly  first 
if  he  has  an  exceptional  day. 

In  addition  to  the  two  Demons, 
such  outstanding  stars  as  Steve 
Cohen  of  Penn  State,  Dave  Thor 
of  Michigan  State.  Kanati  Allen 
of  UCLA.  Fred  Dennis  of  South- 
ern Illinois  and  Terry  Higgins  of 
the  Air  Force  Academy  will  be 
on  hand. 

Olympic  gymnastics  coach 
Jack  Beckner  will  attend  the 
opening  of  the  trials. 

After  the  trials,  the  gymnasts 
will  remain  at  Northwestern  for 
a  two-week  clinic. 


Freshman  Jimmy  Genovese's 
surprising  upset  of  top-seeded 
Carlos  Mendaro  of  McNeese  in 
the  Gulf  States  Conference  tennis 
tournament  highlighted  North- 
western's  participation  in  the  an- 
nual conference  championships, 
held  May  8-10  at  Southeastern  in 
Hammond.
